iwhen hP addrcsaed an audience in the 
Royal Vlctorlo CoMoge last nlshi on 
••Politic«Ll and Social Aspects." Tlic 
speaker decried spociaJIzation. stating 
tliat it irould undoubtedly brlns about 
this undesirable end . 

The subjecsi Trtth •n-hlch he dealt, 
cho ?p«aJ<cr said, was an exceedingly 
diUlcuH one, lo handle, but he said lie 
would tr?' in the course of his addr<>S!; 
to explain his subject and show ho«- 
difflcult it was to classify the ansrror. 

In ciplaJninç the problem ho went 
on ,0 say that fully human people .tre 
few, that we are aU overbalanced 
creatures, and that each in his own 
way and in he own work is useful. He 
said that there were three kinds of 
men who arc too preoccupied to accept 
any new ideas. 

Flr.stly there is die extreme intel- 
lectual type, who is deficient in ihe 
i-mollonal and physical sides of life. 
Then there is the artist tj-pe. intol- 
lectially and practically contemptible 
AN'hile thlrtfly there is the practical 
man, who has no intej-est whatsoever In 
either art or intel-lectual reasoning. 

livorybody in the world ha* some 
qualities of one of these 'three classes, 
and so those who have them to a 
great extent axe not to be blamed 
"There arc fewer and fewer of the all 
round type of man that is so desired,'" 
baid Mr. Orage, "so many minds are 
preoccupied with special study 'that 
they can not consider any new ideas." 

Ho remarked that be bad disc-uveri-ri 
ill Hngland durinr his recent work that 
ih* worBt people to go to v,;;:, a ncr,- 
idea are those who shouid be most 
tjualified to receive it, because the 
whole of their interest is already pre- 
u'jcupied. 

He gave as an eianiple of this the 
wiiy in which the L^ajue of Nations 
was received in England. The chief op- 
poBftion came from those who should 
hare supported it. for the very reason 
"S&hey aircaày had preconceii'cd 
eas^'On the subject. He also rcmart;- 
i.d that he had diucovcred this fact in 
liiB work with the "New Age". It was 
commonced as a magazine for the r«. 
Jorin o£ reformers, ; but it began thf 
hibour party's ©ducatioa. 

"Sooner or later will discovtr 

that Uic root idifflculty is not to be 
found in laljour or capital or in oi<i 
reformers, but in the idea of tinanclJil 
reform." 7'his idea he tried to develop, 
■JK: aaid, by means of the "Kew A;rvr 
'iu: he found it useloss to suggest it 
lo either businss mon or e^ionomists, 
tiiid only a few leiuure-minded men 
lucoivod it. It was not thar: the idea 
vos rejected, bul that ii was never 
considered. 

He vrunt on to say tliai civilisation 
is bound r.o come to ati end from tlic 
f:ici that people m'11] soon be too pre- 
occupied to consider the jrrc-at problem 
He said that he himself gavé up his 
uositioi) on tin. "Nuw Age" ocause he 
despaired of engaging minds that were 
itiready preoccupied. 

Ho thon quoted Mailiew ArnoWe 
fiiinous word.'î "Our busimiH as men is

"DIstister is sl.^ring us in the ftico". 
he contlmied. ".and the only . w;iy to 
avoid it is to keep iliho ccntr.tl pro- 
blems upi>crmo»t ill our minds"." 

Mr. Orago s.ald lli.it other civilisat- 
ions before this oiio had forced people 
to specialise, nml that they had all 
fallen in the end. He declared that wi; 
had no right to <-l;tiin the stiperiorlty 
of our own civilisation, as other 
people like us may have o.xlsied before 
or yet may exist in the fiittirL>. 

"T\'e are but a wave in the sequence 
of clvlllt,alion" he went on. "Wc are 
each only one of two thousand million 
pcolc, one million of whom die every 
month." 

Mn Orage reminded his umlicncc 
that evor>'thing that one can feci or 
do or think at .any moment is being 
fcH or done or tJiough; by somebody 
clife at the same time. He re-marked 
that the variations of the character of 
man are enormous .and that all dcduc • 
ions are po* valid because there can be 
no all-inclusive Idea-s of man by those 
who state opinions. 

The speaker then remarked upon 
how little mankind knows about him- 
self, where he came from, what fiinct- 
ion he is executing on rtie earth, or 
where he goes after death. "Spécula»-' 
ion on Tjhesc Clueî!tion^■ has no re- 
suit" he oontinued, "and it i;! no' it.- 
portant that we should try to solve 
these problems." 

iMj-. Orage went on to say that 
specllation is necessary for the health 
of the htjmaii apecios, and that open 
discussion of supresscd problems Ik 
good for the soal. He added that 
every reformer is aiming at the curing 
of some ill, and- -tliat the best way to 
do (his is to reintroduce interest in 
forjiier material. , 

"Try t'j force your minds lo dtvell 
On these things," he continued ."and 
you will soon find results. .% period of 
flvi; minutes ovory Jiiv with your 
mind frcç from all iispi;Li:i of 'the "Jay, 
would be exceedingly well .spent." 

He; concluded his Hadrusis by sayinv 
that he would like lo be rcl'i<'m!;ered 
a;, saying thot " i hure oie .v,:'!:!n 
large facts in lifi; -with whleli we ii>\:

The plans outlined some time ago by the Students Coun- 
cil for ^he establishment at McGill of a Lord Rectorship, an itj- 
slitution held in high regard by England's more important uni- 
versities, have developed into a state of completion. The chief 
duty of the Lond Rector, in fact his only duty, is that of addres- 
sing the student body once during his jtéfm of office, which by 
tradition, is three years. The importance of having a person pro- 
minent in public life ghnnç to a body of students his opinions on 
world matters, and the benefits , of years of experience in things 
^^^Hc more than mere passing fads, is not |to be minimized. 
The Lord Rector, would, as well, be the representative of the 
students on th2 Board of Governors. And aside from the appar- 
ent advantages th'js, lo .bc gained, there is the fact ihat an old 
tradition is be:'niî, r-fîPft'iat^d. Not all tra i.itions aie to be per- 
petuated as Eucir. but <;ne of this nature, which 's of definite 
benefit to all concerned, and which there c^n be no serious ob- 
jection, is nO|t one' to be cast aside summarily. 

J The favourable publicity which would attach to McGill as 
'si result of ha^nng a prominent British Subjec^t as her Lord Rector 
is another matter worthy of thought 'and consideration. The local 
press has already noted with favor the fact that McGill has seri- 
ously taken up thé project of establishing this traditional office. 
:j It is looked upon by those beyond the campus as a forward move- 
nieht and a step iiu the right direction. 

A unique maiffier, such as this, of introducing to the s^dent 
body some famed Britisher is one that should make every student 
support the amendment to the constitution which provides for a 
Lord Rector, when the matter is bnought before the Students' 
Society on February Fourth. Before (that date, thought niight be 
given to the matter by the undergraduate body. The "Daily" haà 
a correspondence column for the expression of individual opin- 
ion on all subjects of interest; the pros and cons of this particu- 
lar phase of our activity should find definite expression in our 
columns. 



MR. OR AGE'S, ADDRESS 





The bare handful of interested f udents who were fortunate 
enough to hear A. R. Orage, the well-known first editor of the 
London "New Age", at the R.V.C. last night, were treated to one 
■f of the most stimulating addnesses that has ever been delivered 
from tha(t sacred rostrum. To many of them it was a new experi- 
ence to hear a firm and frank expession of a modern philosophy of 
pessimism. Mr. Orage measures civilization in terms of specializa 
.tion. The division of labour is only the outward economic aspect 
;i!^|the| fundamental specialization, as specialization in thought and 
ideas is' the inner aspect. And it is this specialization' which, in 
Mr. Orage's opinion, makçs inevitable the downfall of our pre- 
; sent civilization. We are all specialists along one of three general 
; lines, the intellectual, artistic and the practical, in any two 'of 
f which we arc hopelessly at a loss. Our interest is now fully oc- 
Icupied and we are not receptive to the new ideas which are a 
necessary antidote to the decadent phases of modern civilization. 
' The likelihood of the fall and complete oblivion of our civiliza- 
tion in view of the many cultures now known to have jsreceded 
our own, the in adequacy of our knowledge of man, and the ab- 
solute impo8sibili|ty of discerning whence man comes or where he 
goes, must lead to a sceptical attitude. The only gleam of hope in 
this philosophy liée in its necognition of a free and sincere con- 
tiunplation of the fundamental problems of our being. The open 
discussion of usually suppressed subjects is good for the soul, said 
the speaker, and it is by 'turning our mind to a broad philosophy 
ithat wc can ,do something to counteract the pernicious influence 
,of over-specialization. 

Mr. Orage's address was unique not only because of the re- 
mankable coordination of widely varied ideas, but also because 
:of the striking directness with which they were presented. The 
fact that they were out of the ordinary, radical and pessimistic, 
makes them all the more valuable |to us who are, perhaps, too 
snug ond complacent in our preconcieved ideas as^ to the per- 
manence and excellence of our civilization.
